Strike at Restaurants Today. 

Not content with the confusidn and dis- 
comfort that followed the strike, the officers 
of the Cooks and Waiters’ union that called 
it made arrangements last night to spread 
the struggle today to every restaurant, Cale- 
teria, and lunchroom that does not grant 
its employés the increase in wages by noon. 

They have decided to stake the success 
of their movement for better working con- 
ditions, and, if necessary, even the existence 
of their organization, on one spectacular ef- 
fort that is to involve all the resources of 
their local and international unions. 

The restaurant keepers to the number of 
100 met in Kinsley’s in the evening and de- 
cided to reopen their establishments as soon 
as possible: The policy of the hotel men 
to keep their places running was indorsed 
as the best solution of the present trouble. 

No attempt will be made to open any of 
the restaurants affected either today or to- 
morrow, for many of the proprietors an- 
nounced that they would be out of the city 
over Sunday. On Monday they will make 
a final overture to the employés union to 
arbitrate; and if this is refused they will 
treat with their employés individually. 

„Our arbitration committee is ready to 
treat with the union at any time,“ said 
President Max Koppel of the association. 
„ am going away for a couple of days and 
when I return on Monday Ishall givemy men 
an opportunity to return to work. If they 
refuse I shall get nonunion waiters.” 


Roused by Bribery Charge. | 
The strike fever that spread among the 
hotels was made exceptionally bitter by the 
bribery charges that were hurled at the 
union officials Thursday night. It was fur- 
ther increased by the refusal of the employ- 
ers to surrender to the demands of the men, 
and roused them until they would listen 
to any peace proposition. 
In some of the hotels, such as the Annex 
and the Palmer house, the call for a walkout

The cashier frequently received remit- 
tances from Europe in addition to a liberal 
salary, and had told fellow employés that 
he was the scion of a royal family in India. 
He was well educated and declared himself 
a graduate of English and Hast Indian uni- 
versities. 

During the temporary absence of the cash- 
ler yesterday morning the attention of Mr. 
Rueb was called to a discrepancy in his ac- 
counts. A-rapid investigation followed, and 
on his return he was accused of embezzle- 
ment. He confessed altering the books, but 
declared it was only to cover a temporary 
shortage, and sald it would be made good 
if Mr. Rueb ss tae accompany him to the | 
bank. 


Admits Shortage of $3,000 

While walking to the bank Naoroji uae his 
employer that the shortage probably would 
exceed $3,000. He asserted that all the money, 
together with that received from abroad, had 
been lost in the gambling house conducted 
by Mushmouth Johnson at 464 State 
street. He declared that his swarthy com- 
plexion had barred him from the homes and 
conrpanionship of his business associates and 
that he had been welcomed at the State street 
resort. He had been a frequenter place 
for many months. 

Mr. Rueb was not told of the amount de- 
posited in the safety deposit box by the 
cashier until it had been opened. Then the 
man handed out a roll of bills found later to 
contain $110. While the money was being 
counted the cashier said: 

That's the best I can do; good-by.” 

Then he fired. The bullet penetrated the | 
brain, causing almost inetant death. 

While Mr. Rueb has no expectation of re- 
covering any of the money lost he will make

KILLING OF JEWS 
MAY BE IGNORED. 


Protest by United States to 
Russia Regarding Recent 
Kisheneff Massacre 
Unlikely, 


CASSINI SEES PRESIDENT. 


Explanation by Czar’s Govern- 
ment Believed Satisfactory; 
Ambassador Denies Hav- 
ing Any Race Hatred. 


Washington, D. C., June 12.—[Special.}— 
The government of the United States, as 
represented by President Roosevelt, it ig be- 
lieved tonight, will take no formal action 
‘regarding the massacre of the Jews at Kish- 
eneff, Russia. As far as the United States 
is concerned the affair probably will not be 
recognized. and it is expected h of the 
appeals for intervention or protest made 
at massmeetings throughout the country 
will be forwarded to St. Petersburg by the 
executive department. 

‘While no official statement to this effect 
has been made, it is common talk tonight 
that this is the decision of the president. 
A visit by Count Cassini, the Russian am- 
bassador, to the White house today and his 
conference of forty minutes with the presi- 
dent is believed to have resulted in an un- 
derstanding of Russia's position better than 
the executive previously had. This, it ‘s 
understood, has shown that any formal pro- | 
test would be unnecessary. ‘ 


Details of Interview Secret. 

While those who were present and those 
who are in a position to understand the presi- 
dent’s attitude on the Kisheneff affair feel. 
bound to observe secrecy concerning what 
was said between the president and the am- 
bassador, enough is known to justify the as- 
sertion that the United States government 
will not in any way express indignation over | 
that tragic incident. 

‘The exchanges between the president and 
the ambassador are said to have been most 
cordial. 

It had come to be understood in govern- 
ment circles within the last few days that 
the president was not likely to take any 
action in regard to the killing of the Jews | 
in Russia. But nobody was willing to say 
positively that Mr. Roosevelt would not $0 | 
something.

Cassini Says He Is Jews’ Friend. 
“It is absurd to put me down as an enemy 
of the Jews.“ said Count Cassini, the Russian 
ambassador, in a conversation today. “I 
have many warm friends among the Jews 
both here and in Europe. There area great 
many commendable people among the Jews 
in Russia: — 

In Hamburg, Germany, where I was sta- 
tioned ten years, I became acquainted with 
a number of prominent Jewish citizens and 
found them exemplary people. In Paris my 
family physician was a Jew—the eminent 
Dr. Springer. 

To illustrate further that I have no an- 
tipathy toward the race, I am on good terms 
with Mr. and Mrs. Louis Stern of New York, 
and my daughter has been at their home. 


Public Declarations Useless. 

“The public meetings that have been held 
in the United States, and the resolutions that 
have been adopted, will be ineffective in my 
country. Russia, with her 137,000,000 inhabi- 
tants, will not be influenced in her internal 
policy by outside pressure. She will take 
care of her people. a 

“As an evidence there are now more than 
500 of the Kisheneff rioters in prison, and the 
guilty ones will be punished severely. 

“ We do not desire the Jews to leave Rus- 
sia. The attitude of my government since 
the Kisheneff affair attests to this. We have 
hearts as well as other people. We do not 
want to see pillage and carnage any more 
than you do. 

J insist that the action of the Russian 
government from the moment it became ac- 
quainted with the facts of the unfortunate 
occurrences at Kisheneff have been all that 
its severest critics could ask for.”

published from the University of Chicago 


press on “ Principles and Ideals for the Sun- 
day School.“ The book is the result of years 
of study and experience on the part of both 
the authors in the Hyde Park Baptist Sun- 
day school. 

The Sunday school, it ip asserted, is en- 
tially an educational institution, not a place 
for direct exhortation to certain lines of ac- 


Lag Behind Public Schools. 

“The truth is,” the authors say, that 
the Sunday school fs lagging far behind the 
public school in educational method, and 
stands today too nearty on the level of the 
old ungraded district school. If the study 
of the bible ig of less importance than mathe- 
raatics; if religious culture is less necessary 
than secular; then the Sunday school may, 
perhaps, afford to be at the rear of the 
educational procession, employing antiquat- 
ed and ineffective methods for sentimental 
reasons. But if the bible is the book the 
Christiam-eharch believes it to be, if religion 


life, then the Sunday school ought to appro- 
priate and employ the best known educa- 


| Gonal methods.“ 
| Faulty methods of teaching and illogical 


selection of the subjects taught are blamed 
for the decline in interest and final dropping 
out of pupils as they grow beyond the years 
of childhood. 

“ Bright pupils in high school and upper 
grade schools will not be slow to recognize 
the difference in method between the teach- 
ing on Sunday and on weekdays. Feebleand 
oft repeated exhortation based on nothing 
in particular often repels them and drives 
them from the school when they begin to 
grow older.” 

Propose New Methods. 

Prof. Burton and Prof. Mathews advocate 
making the Sunday school in many respects 
exactly like a public graded school, where 
the children of the different grades are 
taught different subjects according to their 
capacity. 

One of the most striking of the new plane 
advocated is that of having a teaching min- 
ister, who would teach one of the most ad- 
vanced classes, and would act as a sort of 
superintendent of education. 

Another novel plan is that of having a

FIRE AT VICTORIA HOTEL: 
PANIC AMONG THE GUESTS. 


Rush Made for Exits, but Excitement Is 
Quickly Calmed— Manager Suspects 
Incendiary—Loss Is Small. 


Fire caused a panic among the strike an- 
noyed guests of the Victoria hotel at 11 
o’clock last night. There was a rapid scram- 
ble for stairways, fire escapes. and elevators, 
but the prompt arrival of the firemen quieted 
fears and the excitement passed without 
any one being injured.

am convinced.“ said Mr. Milligan, 
from the nature of the blaze, and its loca - 
tion, that it was started by some one who

The fire was discovered by W. B. Douglas, 
catcher of the Philadelphia National league 
team, the members of which occupied rooms 
on the top floor. He saw thick smoke curling 
up from beneath the storeroom in the ex- 
treme northwest corner. He rushed back 
to his, room, quickly gathered up his be- 
longings, and then pounded on the door of 
Right Fielder Billy Keister, who had re- 
tired. 

When the firemen and engines arrived many 
of the guests became frightened and some 
of them, who had retired, rushed out of 
their rooms in scant attire, dragging trunks, 
and traveling bags. Some tried to descend 
on the fire escapes, but were prevented by 
the firemen and police. 

The fire destroyed a quantity of bedding, 
mattresses, and pieces of old furniture, and 
caused damage of about $200. The loss 
caused by the water on the second and third 
‘floors is estimated at $400. 


OZONE IS A WATER PURIFIER. 


Demonstration of New Method 
French Scientist at Niagara Fells 
Declared a Success. 


Falls, N. T., June 12.—[(Special.]— 
Prof. Otto of France today made a success- 
ful demonstration of the ogone process 
of purifying water. It was witnessed by 


‘fifty officials of this city and Lockport. An 


electric current of 60,000 volts’ was sent 
through a cylinder ozonizer through which 
air passed, and as the air met the electrical 
discharges the oxygen was burned, creating 
ozone. This ozone was carried to the 
gterilizing tower by two pipes. The unpuri- 
fled water entered the tower at the top, and 
there, in pray form, first met the ozone. ‘As 
it flowed downward through fine granite it 
again met the ogone, completing the process. 
The water product was clear and quite 
changed. It is stated that from thirty to 
forty electrical horse power will treat 6,000 
tons of watef a day. Later, Prot. Otto will 
demonstrate the process before the lead- 
ing scientists of the country.

BELGRADE, June 12.—The Servian people 
have accepted the work of the assassine a 
King Alexander and Queen Draga and only 
await the selection of a new king by Ge 
skupschtina mext Monday. - 

The bodies of the murdered king and queen 
were spurned and spit upon by hundreds 
last night as they lay in rude coffins await- 
ing burial. They wers buried after midnignt 
gecretly and without ceremony, with not a 
single friend at their grave side. 

The army is apparently held with @ arm 
hand by the provisional ministry. The of 
cers, most of whom were connected with tis 
conspiracy, are ready to acknowledge tha 
new king. 

The meeting of the skupschtima on Bion 
day next is now looked forward toto comiirm 
the proclamation as king of Prince Bare 
georgevitch and to regularize the new situa 
tion. 

It is understood that present plans are fer 
a deputation of the skupstchina to meet 
Prince Peter Karageorgevitch at ‘Vienné 
on June 19, formally tender him the crown, 
and escort him to Belgrade. | 


Talk of a Republic. : 

The only new element in the situation s 
feeling among the intelligent classes In favor 
of the abolition of a Servian monarchy alte 
gether, and the creation of a republic, ang 
this sentiment is shared by at least one m9 
ber of the provisional government.

acy, handed them the keys to the garden 
gate, which is always kept locked. First, 
stepping before the guard at the palace, one 
of the two officers called, ‘ Throw down your 
arms.’ A fight ensued, with shots from beth 
sides, in which several persons Were | 
wounded.

“The revolutionaries then entered the 
front garden without hindrance and reached 
the courtyard of the old palace, where Lieut. 
Naumovitch was awaiting. He opened the 
lock of the tron door leading to the frent 
room on the first floor. By this it was seen 
that the palace was carefully closed and 
that danger was suspected. Hurrying up- 
stairs to the first floor, the revolting officérs 
attracted the attention of the palace at- 
tendants and the royal couple by the noise 
of the shooting. Liéut. Lavar Petroviteh, 
alarmed by the unwonted hubbub, hurried 
forward with a drawn revolver in one hand 
and in the other a sword.

But when 
eharges are made which have some prima 
facie evidence to support them labor unions 
may deem it advisable to look into the mat- 
ter and ascertain whether sufficient pre- 
cautions have been taken to prevent the 
use by walking delegates of their authority 
in such a way as to imbitter the relations 
between capital and labor and to put money 
in the pockets of dishonest officials. 

If a walking delegate can of his own | 
motion order men to leave work, and there- 
by, perhaps, occasion the employer great 
loss, it is not a wild stretch of imagina- 
tion to suppose that he has sometimes black- 
mailed an employer by threatening a strike. 
This supposition is not an impeachment 
of the general honesty of walking delegates, 
There is no reason to assume that they 
have either more or less integrity than 
the average of mankind. Black sheep may 
be looked for Among e Officers of labor 
organizations even as among the officers of 
capitalistic organizations. Bank officials 
and trustees are not the only defaulters, 
Occasionally men who have the custody 
of union funds are false to their trust. 
There is no occupation in which all are 
honest. 

Some of the old and experienced unions 
have learned that it is not expedient to 
give officers authority to declare a strike 
offhand. Nothing can be done without a 
vote of the members. This is a precau- 
tion all unions should adopt. They should 


lead him into temptation. The members 
of a union may be relied on not to be guilty 
of the dishonest acts imputed to some of 
their officers, but the officers cannot al- 
ways be trusted to do right. No agent 
should be trusted blindly. 


A GREAT. FIGHTER GONE. 

Maj. Gen. Alexander McDowell Me- 
Cook, U. S. A., retired, died at Dayton, 
O., day before yesterday of apoplexy. In 
his death the army and the country have 
lost one of the most brilliant soldiers who 
has ever served the government, He was 
one of the famous “ fighting McCooks,” 
and the most famous fighter of them all. 
The army lists may be searched in vain 
for a similar family record. 

The head of the family in this country was 
George McCook, au Irishman who had been 
concerned in the United Irish movement in 
1780, and after its failure fied to this coun- 
try. His son, Daniel, who was born in 
1798, in Pennsylvania, tendered his serv- 
ices to the government in the civil war 
when be was past 60 years of age, and 
was killed by Morgan’s raiders. He had 
nine sons, known as “the tribe of Dan,” 
every one of whom was in the service. Of 
these sous Alexander was the fifth. John 
McCook, brother of Daniel, who served in 
the civil war, had five sons, all of whom 
served like their father. Of these sixteen 
McCooks every one served his country 
faithfully and gallantly in the field. | 

Gen. Alexander McDowell McCook was 
born in Ohio, in 1831, and was graduated 
from West Point in 1852. He began his 
active military career in the Third infantry, 
with service against the Apaches in New 
Mexico. For three years prior to the out-

He will stand the shock to his sensi- 
bilities provided that he can tell cream 
from certified milk and certified milk from 
skimmed milk without having to make a 
detailed examination. What the consumer 
wants is some true and plain indication of 
the character of the article he is purchasing. 
The milk eupply of Ohicago will not be 
satisfactory till the inspection and classifi- | 
cation of milk products are steady, complete, 
and authoritative. 

This is the reason why the ordinance 
recommended by the judiciary committee 
is worth consideration. By the terms of 
that ordinance the health department would 
have larger duties and larger responsibili- 
ties than at present. Dvading for the mo- 
ment.the question whether the health de- 
partment is or is not equal to larger duties 
and larger responsibilities, the general truth 
remains that a modern municipality ought 
to regard it as a municipal function to in- 
spect and classify all the milk products sold 
within its limits.

Jackson in Fact and Fiction. 


NDREW JACKSON left the impress 
of his strong personality upon the 
history of the United States, and still 
more upon the imagination of the 
people. Like Washington, like Na- 
poleon, or like Garfbaldi, he became legen- 

dary while stin alive. Stories were told of 
him which were eagerly believed, if, suf- 
ficiently picturesque and vivid, no matter 
how conflicting one with another. Even 

where the truth was clear there was no in- 
difference possible. There was no theme 


so interesting for discussion as the acts of 


the old general, and all men were partisans 
for or against him. 4 

In “ PEGGY O’NBAL,” by Alfred Henry 
Lewis (published by Drexel Bidiile, Phila- 
delphia), we have the story of Jackson's de- 


come Mrs. Eaton a few weeks before Jack- 
son made her husband secretary of war. 
The story is told in the first person by an 
ancient Tennessee major who has followed 
or accompanied his friend Jackson to the 
capital, and who, aged as he is, wins the 
love of the youthful Peggy.

Baton are 
known to have caused discord among the 
officials of the administration. Jackson took 
up her cause, rewarded her friends, and 
punished her enemies.

The style is that quaint English to 
be found only in historical novels, which 
does not reproduce the language ll 
‘period, and yet gives a feeling of remote- 
ness and age. There are to be found here 
the latest things in archaisms. Only they 
stain our credulity when put in Jackson’s 
mouth, The general finds his friend with 
a bunch of roses; then he er tes: How 
now! how now! and when was Mars a gar- 
dener, and has the world turned girl! These 
should be their days and. bloodless when 
the starkest saber that ever rode on my 
bridle han@é—he whom the Creeks: called the 
Big Death '—lolters with.woman's wares 
and learns to twine a posy.“ : 
How the old general would storm to fina 
such words attributed to him! Within two 
pages we find the general using four times 
the word folk for folks: These be the 
maxims to get folk killed,“ etce« And yet the 
general certainly never heard that word 
used. It is only within the most recent years 
that men who have learned their English 
from ancient books rather than from the lips 
of living people have endeavored to discard 
the good English word folks.. So preachment 
is classic English, but today it suggests Fra 
Elbertus. Duels and dances, conspiracies 


and confidences, Jackson’s reminiscences 


and his fight with nullification or secession. 


are narrated with skill, and Peggy is one ot 
the most real and most lovable women in 


fiction. Mr. Lewis’ next move will be await- 
ed with great expectation; and in the mean- 
while “ Peggy O'Neal may as well have a 
second or third reading. One unprecedented 
thing may be found in the book: Illustra- 
tions which make the heroine as beautiful as 
the author says she is.

| Jackson and his eupporters committed an 
offense against the nation when they de- 
stroyed the bank.“ | 

But, as in everything with which Jackson 
was connected, it is the personality of OM 
Hickory which suffices to make the book in- 
teresting even-to those who are nat histori- 
ane or political economists or politicians. In 
the pages where he is not mentioned we are 
always conscious‘of him in the background, 
and where there is mention of him it fs apt 
to be rather spicy. The charter of the bank 
may or may not have been constitutional, 
the operations of the bank may have been 
fraught with blessing or peril. Jackson may 
have been right or wrong, still the point of 
interest is, What did Jackson think? what 
did he do? how did the battle go?

“A POLITICAL HISTORY OF SLAV- 
ERY” (G. P. Putmam’s Sons) is a posthu- 
mous work of the late William Henry Smith. 
For several years preceding his death in 
1896 he had been engaged upon a work which 
should embody the results of his long expe- 
rience with public men and s. A 
portion of this has now been prepared by 
the plous care of his son, and the rest is to 
appear shortly in the form of a “Life of 
President Hayes.“ 

Mr. Smith wae for more than thirty years 
engaged in newspaper work either as editor 


or as manager of the Associated Press. The 


habits of his profession led him to seek ac- 
curacy. and fullness of detail, while on the 
other hand he makes no pretense of impar- 
tiality. His sympathies are plainly with the 
anti-slavery movement, but he differs from 
most writers on the subject in looking at it 
more from the standpoint of practical poll- 
tics. Himself giving full credit to the early 


‘abolitionists for all they did, he avoids ex- 


aggerating the immediate results of their 
agitation and gives more prominence to the 
men who controlled votes, manipulated con- 


‘ventions, formulated platforms, and attend- 


ed to the details which the men of glittering 
generalities were sublimely ignorant of. 
Both classes of men were needed, both 
worked for the same end, yet one class has 
monopolized most of the glory, thinking pef- 
haps that the practical politicians might 
well be content with the offices. Yet, as 
every present day “reformer” ought to 
know, a man with ideals plus a knowledge 


of politics can accomplish more than a man 


with ideals only, 

Mr. Smith has not endeavored to narrate 
the history of slavery from an economic 
standpoint, but devotes himself to its rela- 
tion to politics. He has rendered a service to 
the west in claiming—and substantiating the 
claim—that the men of the middle west had 
a much greater share in the emancipation 
of the slave than the east has hitherto con- 
ceded.

The “ HISTORY OF EARLY - 
BOAT NAVIGATION ON THE MISSOURI 
RIVER.“ by Capt. H. M. Chittenden (New 
York, Francis P. Harper), is an account of 
days that have gone by forever. Joseph La 
Barge, from whose recollections the history 
is largely drawn, was a passenger on the 
steamer which made the first trip to the up- 
per waters of the Missouri, and he made the 
last through voyage from St. Louis to Fort 
Benton. The life, or rather the years of 
action, of one man spanned the rise and the 
fall of a great industry, that in its day was 


of the greatest importance in the develop- 


ment of the northwest, and had its romantic 
side as well as its commercial and political. 

The navigation of the upper Missouri grew 
out of the fur trade—whose history Capt. 
Chittenden has told elsewhere—and ceased 
when the railroad provided a quicker, safer, 
and less expensive system of transporta- 
tion. Pictures drawn by Prince Maximilian 
of Wied, who went up the Missouri in the 
„308, have been repreduced in this volume 
and aid the imagination in calling up the days 
of the trapper and the Indian. The Missouri, 
then as now, seldom ran in the same chan- 
nel throughout for long at a time. In days 
of high water it might make a new cut off, 
and in the days ot low water it might shift 
with a change of wind so that a boat which 
tied up to the shore in deep water at evening 
might find itself in the morning separated 
from the channel by half a mile ot sand. The 
stream was full of floating or grounded trees 
which were a constant menace to the steam- 
boats. It was impossible to proceed at night, 
and in the daytime there was never a moment 
when the pilot could relax his vigilance. 
The adventures growing out of the presence 
of Indians and out of the motley character of 
the ‘passenger list of the steamboat allowed 
no trip to be a dull one. N 

Capt. La Barge made and lost several for- 
tunes. He had no wealth remaining to be- 
queath to his children. The name of La 
Barge avenue in St. Louis has been changed 
to Maple avenue. His only memorial will 
be these volumes, in which his name will be 
linked forever with that of the great stream 
on which he spent more than fifty years. 

The first trip up the river by the steam- 
boat Yellowstone was madein 1631. The last 
trip to Fort Benton was made in 1585. In 
1902 the United States government formally 
abandoned the river as no longer worth any 
expenditure to aid its navigation. It rolls 
on now, as it did in Capt. La Barge’s boy 
hood, a waste of waters. |

The sharp advance of 10 in July oats yes- 
terday to 38c was the speculative feature of 
the grain markets and seemed to be based 
almost, if not quite entirely, on the cash 
situation, the east and south both bidding 
for oats here and standard selling as high 
as ic, or lic over the top July price. 
There was doubtless some covering by shorts. 
With standard oats worth so much in the 
cash market, with contract stocks about 
800,000 bu, and no possibility of an increase 
in them until the July price goes up or the 
cash price goes down, there was at least a 
reasonable excuse for covering. The buying 
of July, however, was largely by cash han- 
dlers against shipping sales. There seemed 
to be some buying by Howe, who had been 
a moderate seller earlier in the week, but 
he is believed to have a good sized July line 
left, as well as holdings of September and 
December. There is a big open interest in 
July, one commission house alone carrying 
a long line of 1,000,000 bu. . 

“I belleve July oats will sell at 8c.“ said 
Charles Howe, the leading oats bull, yester- 
day, and believe the legitimate cash situa- 
tion will put them there. There is a good 
eastern and southern demand, stocks are 
low everywhere, and supplies are not com- 
ing in from the west fast enough to fill the 
demand. Prices will go up without manipu- 
lation and without crop damage, supply, or 
supply and demand.”
